SAN FJUNCISCO 


flany Employes Will Lose Positions 


Under Decision of the 


Court. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—A stun- 


ning. Wow was giver, several office-hold- 
ers today when 
Superior 
Judge Slcss 


banded down an opinion to the effect 
that abolishing positions for the purpose 
of removing civil service employes in 
the city government and then creating 
positions under different titles with the 
same duties as the old is illegal and an 
evasion of the law in bad faith. 
.. Judge Sloss has deprived several offi- 
cials of salary for thirteen months, be- 
cause they were illegally employed in the 
places of discharged civil service men. 
His decision affects the positions of a 
vast number of present employes in the 
City Hall, for whom vacancies were cre- 
ated by dismissing civil service em- 
ployes, tlndw its 
plain language the 


City and County Auditor cannot legally 
pay salaries to the pets of the grafters 
without taking the risk of 
losing the 


money himself. 


MANY EMPLOYES AFFECTED. 


On the other hand the decision is a 


complete victory for civil service. 


Already one of the losing employes 


says there will be an examination for 
the office which he held, and he will 
take the examination. 


The decision is another victory for the 


Merchants' Association, tor the plaintiff 
in the action is John E. Quinn, former 
Civil Service Commissioner, and a for- 
mer director of the association. His at- 
torney was Franklin K. Lane. He sued 
Harry Bahr as Auditor of the city and 
county to restrain him from paying the 
salaries of Louis Levy, deputy health 
officer; Dr. C. A. 
Glover, 
Dr. C. W.. 


Goodale, Dr. M. J. Walsh and Dr. Han- 
nah, "Inspecting physicians" 
of 
the 


Health 
Department. 
They 
got 
two 


months' salary for January a.ndi Febru- 
ary, 1904, and then the suit to stop pay- 
ment was brought. 
So Levy lost $150 


four months and 5175 a month for a 
year. 
Drs. Glover, Goodale and Walsh 
lost S1GO a month for thirteen months, 
and Dr. Hannah for several months, he 
betas a later appointee. 


The court says in the opinion: 


THE DECISION. 


"The plaintiff's 
contention Is 
that 


these,-powers of abolition and creation, 
while necessarily resting in the discre- 
tion of the board, must be exercised in 
good faith for the public service, and 
cannot be made a cloak for the purpose 
of evading a provision of the charter 
relative to the appointment of persons 
in the classified civil service list of the 
city and county. In other words, if the 
real purpose of the board was to remove 
certain employes and to replace them 
with others, this object, which could not 
be 'directly accomplished without violat- 
ing the provisions of the charter, was not 


capable of fulfillment by the device of 
abolishing one place and creating an- 
other\wlth substantially the same duty 
and giving it a new title, And this con- 
tention Is abundantly sustained by au- 
thorities. 
"Notwithstanding the fact 
that 
the 


deputy health, officer, nominally at least, 
took the places of -four or five of the old 
employes, circumstances surrounding the 
meeting of 
the 
board at 
which the 


changes were made go far to demon- 
strate that the majority of the board 
was seek'ing to 
displace 
subordinates 


who were for personal or political rea- 
sons not agreeable to them, and to sub- 
stitute another or others to place them 
better, 


POLITICS CONTROLLED HEALTH 


"a;he control of the board had Just 


passed from the adherents of one po- 
litical party to those of another, and it 
was evidently thought desirable to give 
certain places of employment to follow- 
ers of 
the dominant faction. 
As was 


stated by the president of the board to 
one of the deposed officials, there was1 
a 'turn of the political wheel.' This turn 
was 
the 
controlling 
reason for the 


changes, even though the members of 
the board may at the same time have 
felt that they were promoting efficiency 
and economy In the management of the 
department. 
: 


"The 
foregoing discussion 
proceeds 


upon 'the ground that 
the Board of 


Health had not power to fill places oc- 
cupied by civil service employes except 
by means of requisition upon the Board 
of Civil Service Commissioners for names 
of ellglbles from the classified list. For 
the determination of this question it is 
immaterial whether or not the incum- 
bents were properly removed. 
It is 


not intended, therefore, In this opinion 
to decide the question which was quite 
fully argued whether or not the persons 
displaced held at the pleasure of the ap- 
pointing power pursuant to article XX, 
section 16, of the constitution. Whether 
they did or not, it was incumbent upon 
the Board of Health in filling their places 
to make the appointments in the man- 
ner laid down in the civil service article 
of the charter. 
"For the foregoing reasons these pre- 


liminary injunctions asked for will issue 
upon the plaintiff filing an undertaking 
in the sum of $1,000, and the demurrer 
will be overruled, with leave to answer 
within ten days." 


EFFECT OF THE DECISION, 


There are many positions affected by 


the decision. 
Among those who have 


been placed in the positions of civil ser- 
vants are laborers — street sweepers, me- 
chanics, timekeepers, storekeepers, hos- 
pital attaches, 
pavers, engineers, jani- 


tors, and besides clerks and deputies in 
various city departments.

Naval Men Start Out on 


An Important. 


Work, 


VAU^EJO, 
Gal., June S.—Lieuten-. 


ant-Commander 
Henry C. 
Gearing, 


head of 'the equipment department at 
the Mare Inland Navy Yard, .will leave 
here this evening for a trip down the 
southern coast, with a view to determ- 
ining the best sites ^for the wireless 
telegraphy stations which are 'to be 
established by the Navy Department. 


Lieutenant-Commander Gearing will 


be accompanied on the expedition by 
George Hanscoms of Vallejo, master 
electrician of the equipment depart- 
ment. He will go direct from here to 
San Diego, and will look over 
the 


ground at Point !Loma, where it is 
thought that the first of the new sta- 
tions will be established. The expedi- 
tion will then start back up the coasC 
making a careful examination to de- 
termine the best site for other stations 
between San Francisco and San Diego. 
The expedition will return to Mare 
Island io.about ten days, and will then 
start North, going as far as Cape Flat- 
tery and the Fuget Sound Navy Yards, 
It Is expected that the Northern trip 
will consume about three weeks. 
Upon the return of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gearing from Puget Sound his 
recommendations In regard to the sites 
to be selected will be embodied in a re- 
port send to Washington, where .it is ex- 
pected that the department will at once 
take action In the matter. Eight wireless 
stations In ail are to be established along 
the coast, ranging from Point Loma to 
Point Flattery, and being located at In- 
terval of about 200 miles. The establish- 
ing of the new stations Is in pursuance of 
the policy of the Navy Department to 
greatly extend its wireless system. The 
benefit to be derived from the s'tations is 
almost inestimable, as it will enable the 
naval and commercial world to have ac- 
curate knowledge at all times of the 
exact location of any vessels cruising up 
or down the coast. 
The work in connection with the wire- 
less apparatus wilt be more extensive 
than that already done here in the equip- 
ment of the stations at the Farallono 
Islands and the preparations of the wire- 
le&s stations at Guam and Honolulu. The 
work for all the new stations included In 
the twelfth lighthouse district, which ex- 
tends from San Diego to Point Mendo- 
clno, will be done at Mare Island. The 
' equipment department at this yard has 
been remarkably successful in wireless 
work, all the outfits for this coast as well 
as for the stations in the Philippines hav- 
ing been prepared here.

Fifth, the marked 
inferiority of Russian •gunnery." 
Some experts criticise Rojestvensky for 


essaying the Tsushima channel. Others 
uphold him, saying that his only chance 
lay In going through that channel. The 
Impression prevails that Hojestvensky 
was totally unaware of the presence of 
Togo's entire fleet off Tsushima. Many 
believe_ that it was necessary for Togo 
to take a station at a pivotal point from 
which It would be possible to intercept 
the Russians entering either Tsushima, 
Tsurgaru or Soya channels. Calculations 
placed this pivotal point on the west 
coast, near the western entrance of the 
Tsugaru channel. Togo's real where- 
abouts were known to many Japanese but 
the secret was successfully guarded an- 
other example of the willingness and 
ability of the Japanese to preserve mili- 
tary secrets. 
Leaving aside the questions of prepar- 
ledness and superior conditions, the su- 
I periority of the 
personnel fresh from 
fifteen months successful campaigning 
under all possible conditions, must be 
taken into consideration. Many ascribe 
the- victory 
entirely to 
the superior 
marksmanship of the Jaapnese. 
Togo 
realizing that it would probably be neces- 
sary to fight in the open sea, gave his 
crews long training in firing during rough 
weather with a heavy wind blowing and 
the ships rolling. "When the hostile fleets 
met, 
the superiority of the Japanese im- 
media)ely became evident. The sinking 
of battleships and armored cruisers ' by 
shell flre testifies to the deadly accuracy 
of the Japanese guns and destroys the 
theory that it is impossible to sink- such 
ships by .shell flre. 
The attiude of Japanese naval men to- 
ward victory is curious. ~. 
Togo's message to the Emperor Baying 
that the victory was the result of the 
Emperor's superhuman influence strikes 
the keynote of the navy's attitude. 
The 


officers openly say that the marvelous 
result obtained was impossible by mere 
human achievement alone.

"I hove come 3200 miles to attend this 
meeting, and -for at least 2600 miles of 
the way nine-tenths of all the church 
life I passed was aided at its beginning 
by home missionary money. And in all 
that wide area—a region which makes 
the country' Moses dreamed of; stretch- 
ing from Lebanon to the wilderness, from 
Jordan to the Great Sea, seem like a 
tennis court—in all that wide region 
there are no churches which are showing 
a higher average of moral insight and 
moral energy, which are declaring more 
plainly and winsomely the 
Gospel of 
moral remedy than those churches found- 
ed by the Puritans! 


Essential Puritanism, 
which 
is no 
, 
mere jumble of odd customs, curious laws 
and narrow-minded theology, but rather 
the manly • and godly habit of putting 
that first which is first — essential Purit- 
anism can be made to grow, and has 
been made to grow, on the prairies and 
in the Sierras-and beyond. .It has raised 
up a set of English-speaking men and 
women who, like Cromwell's Ironsides, 
'faar God and have some conscience about 
what they do!' And when we have a 
gdodly number of them scattered through 
that .land, there is no amount of vice 
and crime, no amount of political corrup- 
tion - oT irresponsible greed which will 
be f able to stand before them. 


THE 
MISSIONS. 


"There was something splendid about 
the coming of the Protestant missionary 
into my own State of California. 
The 
Spanish 
missionaries representing 
the 
Latin Church followed in .the wake of 
the conquest by Cortez; they crossed in 
early time to Mexico and then up along 
the coast into' California, planting their 
preaching stations in all the valleys. San 
Diego and San Gabriel, Santa Barbara 
and 4San .Luis Obispo, San Jose and San 
Francisco — the very names of these places 
are enduring monuments to the efforts of 
those early Spanish missionaries! 
The 
ruins of their mission buildings give a 
distinctive style of architecture to our 
State, and they reach as far north as 
Sonoma county. 


THE RUSSIANS. 


"And 
in those early days another world 
power, Russia, sent Its missionaries rep- 
resenting the Greek Church. They came 
from the frozen regions of tne North, 
crossing at Behring strait. They planted 
the standards of their faith in Alaska 
and on down the coast as far as Fort 
Ross, Cal., which is also in Sonoma 
county,, where the ruins of an old Greek 
Church can be seen to this day. And 
even as;the 'Sans and Santas' of South- 
ern California testify to the presence of 
missionaries of the Latin Church, even as 
the names of 'Alhambra' and 'Alvlso,' 
'Alameda' and 'Alvarado,' point still fur- 
ther back to the days when the Moors 
crossed into Spain, bringing the Arabic 
'Ai' with them to be carried in turn by 
missionaries to the New World, so the 
River,' 
in 
Sonoma 
'Sebastopol' 
county, 
and 
'St.- 


,'Russian 
Helena' 
speak to this day of the presence of Rus- 
sian missionaries from the Greek Church'. 
"But into the religious life of that 
great state God meant that Saxon ideals 
and Puritan principles should also enter. 
Across the plains and around the Horn, 
there came a company of devoted men 
and women to build churches and found 
schools, to thus declare a purer Gospel 
to the life of that rapidly growing com- 
monwealth. And in all the walks of life 
today thoughtful men are rising up in 
recognition of the work of Whitman and 
Benton, of Willey and Dwindle, of Mooar 
and McLean, calling them and those who 
made it possible for them to come 
blessed indeed. They brought, in far. more 
generous measure than did the Spanish 
and Russian missionaries, moral insight, 
moral energy and moral remedy. 


OUR .MORAL LIFE. 
"The investment of money in home 
missionary work is one which vields royal 
returns. Cast thy bread upon the moun- 
tains'and the prairies of the West and 
you will find it after many days.

"We chose the shortest route to Vladi- 
vostok, passing: a certain, strait. We were 
unhappily enticed by the Japanese fleet 
and were completely surrounded.

We had fallen 
into a bitter trap. It was cruel, more- 
over, for the Japanese selected t>ic en- 
gine-room of my ship as a. target.

600 of the crew, "who were rescued by the 
Japanese.

We two were drawn under- 
neath by the suction, whirled- about and 
lost our breath. 
"We forgot everything, bnt fortunately 
were picked up by the Japanese fisher- 
men. 
We had Intended to die and floated 
about in the water,; as* it seemed, for 
hours, watching the Itiavoc created by the 
explosion of Japanese shells'."

Since the destruction of Rojestvensky's fleet the Russian press 


has struck a bolder note than itlfver dared to do before. The bureau- 
cracy of Russia' is blamed for the recent disasters, and there is no minc- 
ing of words in describing the causes of the complete breakdown of the 
Russian military system. The 
demand for peace is equally out- 


spoken. 
* 


The Russ, one of the foremost of St. Petersburg's journals, says: 


"Those guilty of Russia's 
disgrace should be overwhelmed with 


shame." This strikes very close to the Czar's palace. The Slovo says 
"The bureaucracy has had its say and has crowned its work of national 
shame and humiliation." Going further the Slovo says: "From this 
moment a convocation of the people has become necessary." 
Warn- 


ing is given the bureaucracy not to stand between the Czar and the 
people. In reality this warning is directed at the C2ar, who is being 
lectured over the shoulders of his subordinates. 


This menacing tone is significant of the change which has recently 


come over the Russian populace. The news that whole battalions of 
Linevitch's troops are in almost open revolt is equally significant. 
Thousands 
of Rojestvensky's 
sailors 
paraded 
in Crete shouting 


^"Down with /the Government." 
They expressed in plain terms 


•what the newspapers 
only hint at. 
In this multitude of( evi- 


dences that the Russian people are fighting this war against their 
will, one can discern the mutterings of the storm which is soon 
to 


break if conditions are not speedily improved throughout the empire. 
The pa-ess and the people are giving tongue to their thoughts in a way 
that is ominous for the existing system. When thought and speech 
refuse to be stifled, the end of absolutsm approaches. 


But the weakling Romanoff, with his prayers, tears and kissing 


of saints' bones, seems unable to grasp the situation or to under- 
stand the meaning of the popular discontent. His Cossacks are still 
flogging students and citizens for assembling in the streets, and his 
secret police continue to consign victims to the mines of Siberia, 
oblivious of the fact that the murmur of the people is rising louder 
and loader, and threatens to break out in a tempest. Each fresh 
disaster makes the populace bolder and more outspoken in con- 
demning the criminal folly of the government. 
So, in a way, Japan's 


Cannon are making an opening for liberty in Russia. 


No dottbt tire Czar will be delighted to learn tha't Rojestvensky 


Jwill recover. 


If the Indiana schoolmaster who promulgated the theory "of the 


more lickin' the more la'rnin'" were alive today he would probably 
think the Russians have learned an awful lot during the last four- 
teen months.

Doubtless the Russian monarch will appreciate the courtesy of 


the Japanese in allowing Rear-Admiral Nebogatoff to make an of- 
ficial report of the terrible licking he received. 


In a recent magazine article, Colonel Gorgas, head of the medi- 


cal and sanitary staff of the Canal Commission, says the death r,ate 
among the canal employes on the isthmus was 14.60 per 1000 last 
year. This is a lower death rate than prevails in many leading Amer- 
ican cities. If the figures of Colonel Gorgas are correct, the climate 
of the isthmus is far from being as deadly as has been pictured. What 
he says is a flat contradiction,of the statements recently made by ex- 
Minister John Barnett, who alleged that yellow fever was becom- 
ing epidemic at Panama. 
Colonel Gorgas says yellow fever has 


practically ceased to exist down there.

President Jordan and Dr. Goebel. 


No one can read the different versions of the story of Dr. Julius 


Goebel's summary dismissal from Stanford University without being 
impressed with the fact that there are two sides to the case. 
In fact, 


the stories themselves do not vary so much as the points of view. 


President Jordan is reported as saying that Dr. Goebel was dis- 


missed because of incompetency. Dr. Goebel was the head of the de- 
partment of languages of the university for thirteen years, and was 
highly esteemed by Mrs. Stanford, who sought his advice privately 
in matters concerning the university. This perhaps in a large degree 
accounts for the after friction between Dr. Goebel and President Jor- 
dan. The latter is very sensitive in regard to his authority and was 
inclined to be jealous of Mrs. Stanford's favor. 


In this instance President Jordan has unfortunately placed him- 


self open to the charge of duplicity and subterfuge. 
That was the 


charge brought against him in the Ross case. Behind it lurks the 
accusation of executive despotism and the suppression of academic 
freedom. At Mrs. Stanford's request Dr. Goebel made a report to 
her concerning the affairs and management of the university. The 
propriety of this 'proceeding is open to decided question. Its unwis- 
dom is apparent. The tenor of that report appears to have been df^ 
pleasing to President Jordan, \\hich was natural and perhaps in- 
evitable. Some of the professors and instructors who'se work and 
personal habits were discussed, if not criticized, by Dr. Gobel felt 
aggrieved. 
Other professors and instructors agreed with the professor 


of languages, and a sort of partisanship in the teaching force of the 
university resulted.

Personal ill-feehng between President Jordan and Dr. 
Goebc1 


arose, the latter accusing the former of making verbal charges respect- 
ing his character and qualifications \vhich he would not put in writing o1 


formally bring before the trustees. Such a condition could not endure 
It was bound to force the retirement of either the President or the 
professor of languages. That it would not be the former can readilv 
be imagined. Whatever faults may be laid at David Starr Jordan'^, 
door, it cannot be denied that he has proved hiniself to be a great 
educator and a successful college administrator. His work at Stan- 
ford has been of the highest order, and the high place- Stanford has 
taken among institutions of higher learning is largely due to his talents, 
his executive skill and his grasp of the problems he had to solve. 


But it is a pi£y so gifted a man, to whom the cause of education 


o\\es so much, cannot be more straightforward and magnanimous in 
dealing with subordinates who displease him. Dr. Goebel had been with 
the university for thirteen years when he applied for his s sabbatical 
vacation. He asked for .no special privilege or favor, but only pre- 
ferred a formal request for something that was his right according to 
established custom. This request had to be preferred through Presi- 
dent Jordan, who does not aooear to have treated it fairly, 'He wrote 


a note to Dr. Goebel saying he would la,y the request before the trus-| 
tees with a favorable recommendation provided Dr. 
Goebel would 


present his resignation to take effect at the «nd of the year's vacation. 
Here was a palpable attempt to force Dr. Goebel out of the university 
under pretense of doing him a fa,vor. It was in plain words an attempt 
to, kick a man and at the same time give out the impression that he 
had been let 'down easy. Such furtive diplomacy is not td be admired. 
However plausible the explanations offered for it may be, the impres- 
sion otjnalice and insincerity cannot be dissipated. 


, T, Dr. Goebel did not have an absolute right to his sabbatical 


vacation, he, at least, had' a right to have his application presented 
without condition and considered on its merits. If he is incompetent, 
as President Jordan alleges, why was he retained so long at the head 
of the department of languages? And why did not President Jordan 
demand his resignation instead of paltering and jockeying with the 
request for sabbatical leave? Apparently President Jordan seized the 
opportunity the request presented to present an alternative 
to Dr.c 


Goebel that would humiliate him and force him from the university 
which ever horn of it he chose. The trait of character thus disclosed is 
not a pleasant one. 


A few weeks ago the President commended to the American peo- 


ple the special contribution made by the German contingent of our 
population to the social spirit and custom of the land. Since 
the 


English speech has no single word for the thing he meant, he advised 
that we adopt into our language its German name, Gemuetlichkeit. 
Californians unacquainted with the niceties of the German vocabulary 
are wondering whether the little amenities in the departments of Ger- 
man in their two universities are among the things covered by the 
untranslatable term.

Thirteen years before the Amer- 
ican ship Columbia entered the mouth of the Columbia river and 
thus gave the United States a tentative claim to the region vaguely 
described as the Oregon country, but this country set up no actual 
claim till after the purchase of the Louisiana Territory from France. 
Lewis and Clark were dispatched to explore the country and take 
possession of the mouth of the Columbia in the name of the United 
States. In all probability their expedition saved the region from 
falling into the hands of the British.

HANDS FOR JUDGE FOR 


DECISION. 


The suit of Edward McDonell to en- 


force a deed given him (by his uncle, 
P. A. McDonell to twenty-one acres of 
land on Bay Farm Island and valued 
at about $18,000 was submitted this 
morning to Judge W. H. Waste for de- j 
cieion in a mass of conflicting test!- j 
mony through which he must pick his; 
way ^s best he oan. 
Representing I 


"Uncle" McDonell, as he is called, ini 
resisting the action were Attorneys A. I 
F. St. Sure and George W. Reed, while 
Judge R. B. Tappan brought the action 
for the young man. 


The testimony In the case goes to 


show that in December,- 1903, "Un- 
cle" McDonell was very ill and that 
he was told by a doctor that he had a 
short time to live and that In the af- 
ternoon of the same day Edward Mc- 
Donell. the nephew brought to the 
house Attorney M, W. Simpson_who 
had with him a gift deed made oat 
transferring the property In question 
from the old man to his nephew, and 
that the old man signed it and that 
Simpson afterwards put it in his pock- 
et and went off with it. 


Some time afterwards the deed -was 
taken by Ed McDonell to Judge Tap- 
pan, and the young man wanted Tap- 
pan to negotiate a loan on the prop- 
erty for him stating that the land be- 
longed to him. Tappan said that he 
took the deed and let McDonell have 
$500 on the property and for a long 
time had the deed in his safe In Ala- 
meda, Nearly a year after the deed 
had been made out. old man McDonell 
with his nephew Jim went to the office 
of Judge Tappan with the deed and 
asked him to 
divide tne 
property 
among a number 
of nephews 
and 


nieces and at their request he de- 
stroyed the deed. 


Up to this point there is little or no 


dispute as to the facts, but "Uncle" 
JacDonell was put on the stand this 
morning and stated that when he 
signed the paper Attorney 
Simpson 


brought to him to "sign he did not 
know that it was a.nd supposed that it 
was a will, as he says that he had of- 
ten spoken with his nephew atout how 
he wanted the property divided. At- 
torney Simpson states that he 
told 
McDonell what the paper was and 
asked him if he knew what he was do- 
ing. 
McDonell says that he was not 
In the house more than five minutes 
and that all that was said to him was 
to tell him where to sign his name. 


When Attorney Simpson was put on 
the stand he stated thai he had acted 
as attorney fo the family on several 
occasions and that on this day Ed 
McDonell had come to him and told 
him that his uncles was to give ilm 
the ranch. He left an old deed to the 
place for him to copy a descrlption^of 
the property out of and after the work 
had been done they both went over to 
Bay Farm Island and the old man 
signed It. 
The deed was never re- 


corded and was finally destroyed by 
Judge Tappan. 
Tappan himself took the stand this 


'morning in behalf 
of Ed McDonell. 


whom he represents, and stated that 
he has also done work for "Uncle" 
Me." and he testified that one day 
while he 
was 
considering 
loaning 
young McDonell the $500 on the deed 
left with him that he met the old man 
on the street and asked him about the 
deed and that the old man then told 
him that he had given the property to 
Edward. 
In contradiction of this the 


old man says that he has no recollec- 
tion of any such conversation. 


As the case is submitted to Jndge 
Waste there is a direct charge against 
Bdwardi McDjonell of endeavoring to 
defraud his old uncle and other broth- 
ers out of a, valuable estate while in 
his favor are a number 
of circum- 
stances 
bearing 
out his contention 
that 
the property was given 
him 


Young McDonell states that his reason 
now for bringing the action is the 
fact that some real estate men have a 
contract -with his uncle to sell the 
place for $10,000 while it 
is in fact 


worth $18,000. and that if he can en- 
force his deed nia uncle will not toe 
able to carry out his contract.

Every 
act of my life In connection therewith is abore reproach, and I feel that 
an injustice has been done me. As a thorough sportsman, and one who 
loves the game too well, I at this time take occasion to decline the offer 
made to me, which every person connected with this matter will truthfully 
say I never sought 


"At th<« time I desire to thank Messrs. Corbett and Hanlon for the 


courtesy extended and the confldeofe reposed In me by their selection, 
but I deem It my duty that I owe to the public and the press to respectfully 
decline to take part at this time In an affair that might lead any one to be- 
lieve that I sought In the slightest manner, to injure the game."

FRUIT EXPERT SENT OUT WHY ONE IS SO WEAK 


BY GOVERNMENT. 


G. H. Powell Comes.;to California to 


Assist in Solving Some 


Important Problems. 


BERKEtiEjy,. June ,:2.—Throughout 


Northern California fruit growers are 
awaiting with interest the results of 
'G. H. Powell's investigations,- regard- 
ing the possibility of improving the 
methods of storing and transporting 
California fruit to 
the 
Bast. .Mr.' 


Powell, who is a pomologlcal expert 
employed iy the government at Wash- 
ington to. attend to fruit .store and 
transportation problems, has been sent 
to California, to give the fruit men of 
this State the benefit of government 
service, applied 
to their 
particular 


troubles. 
— 


Mr. Powell has arrived at the-Uni- 


versity of California and held extend- 
ed consultations with Professor E. W. 
Hilgard and other members of the ag- 
ricultural college staff. 
He has just 


come from Southern California where 
he spent five months, working with 
citrus fruit men, assisting: them in the 
work of storing and transporting the 
orange and lemon crop, and experi- 
menting with transportation problems 
there. It is estimated by the citrus 
fruit men of the south, that, through 
the work of Mr. Powell there has been 
saved this season, to the industry. 


from two to three hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Orange growers have 
been 
able. 


through the adoption of Mr. Powell's 
scientific methods, to know what qual- 
ity of fruit should be discarded and 
what should be shipped. /He found that 
about 25 per cent of the'fruits brought 
from the orchards for shipment was 
susceptible to loss or deterioration en 
route, and his .methods of detecting 
this percentage

imperfect fruit 


helped to solve the problem of lessen- 
ing the loss.

ent, and the experiment was a success.

of work at a dozen different stations 
throughout the country. Mr. Powell 
is to continue the work in Northern 
California, studying the- problems that 
confront the growers and shippers of 
deciduous fruits here. He> will work IB 
harmony with the government experi- 
ment station at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, and be constantly in touch 
with .the officers here.

OF DESTROYER 


ST. PETERSBURG, June Z.—Lieuten- 


ant Dumavo. son of Admiral Durnavo, 
a member of the council ot the' empire 
and superintendent of posts and tele- 
graphs under the Minister of the In- 
terior, who is the commander of the tor- 
pedo-hoat destroyer Bravi, has 
tele- 
graphed from Vladivostok to Grand Duke 
Alexis, the High. Admiral, an account of 
his adventurous voyage after the separa- 
tion of his destroyer from the fleet on the 
evening of May 27, having in the course 
of the afternoon saved 175 officers and 
men of the battleship Oslabia.

the case 


heretofore. It is to remedy this condi- 
tion that the Southern Pacific purpos- 
es to make connection .with the-Ala- 
mefla mole to provide for.a part of'the 
traffic o£ the north elde of town. 


President C, R. Smith had announc- 


ed that the session of the -West End 
Improvers last night would be de- 
voted to a full discussion of a plan to 
offers the -.Southern Pacific a franchise 
to extend Its line through the West 
End, 
providing .more stations, Instead 


oC reaching the mole by.-way o£ Web- 
ster, street marsh, with the connecting

The Southern. Pacific, had .not made 
any application for a further franchise 
to. this end. It was. stated; 
but the 


proposition was to be considered from 
the standpoint of the best, interests 
of Alameda, and particularly the West 
End. Attorney. George .T. Wright was 
present and urged the view that, an 
extension of the :r'aiiroad passenger 
service through, the West.. End would 
greatly benefit .the .district;, .provided 
more stations were .secured, and would 
soon bring about . an increase In the 
settlement and the cutting up' of large 
tracts, now remote- from railroad fa^ 
ciilties. 
A warnv*flfscu3slpn followed! 


residents of Railroad, avenue strongly 
opposing the re-laying of tracks on 
that thoroughfare for the distance of 
four blocks from which, after a long 
fight, they had been removed under 
the terms of the railroad franchises 
granted last year. 


IVIr. Wright .oald h.e was merely ar- 


guing on a broad view for what he 
considered the best interests of the 
city, and particularly of the West End. 
a'n^d he thought the citizens of that 
end of the city, as represented by an 
Improvement association, 
should go 


so far as to try to Induce the railroad 
to extend its line direct through the 
West End. 
Citizens should pull to- 
gether for the good of the whole town, 
and avoid sectionalism. It was a well 
understood principle that the Individ- 
ual interest should give way for the 
good of the majority. 


Attorney Wright found a few who 
agreed with his views, among them C. 
C, "Volberg, who declared that Railroad
